Manilla, Juno 5.—In the moverr.cnt 


upon the Mcrong peninsula. General 
Hall's column completed the circuit, cf 
twenty miles-over rough and moun- 
tainous country, having two engage- 
ments with the iKF.urgents, one of then; 
severe, and keeping up au almost con- 
stant fire against scattered bands of 
Filipinos for nearly 24 hours. 


The enemy were driven in every di- 


rction and the country through which 
General Hall passed was pretty thor- 
oughly cleared. The column reached 
a point a few miles from Taytay, where 
General Hall was met by General Law- 
ton, who had already entered the town 
and found it destrted. 


General Hall's; objective point was 


Antipolo, ten miles off, and there was 
desultory firing all along the line of 
march. The gunboats could ha heard 
shelling .the hills in advance of the 
column. The column, after driving the 
rebels from tlie foothills near Maria 
Chino, with a loss of but two or threel 
slightly wounded, proceeded with all 
possible haste toward Laguna de Bay. 


The cavalry, the Oregonians and two 


companies of the Fourth infantry-had 
just crossed a. small creek about five 
o'clock in the afternoon and 
entered 


upon a sunken road, from which they 
were emerging upon a small valley sur- 
rounded on all sides by high and heav- 
ily wooded hills, when the 
natives, 


concealed in the mountains 
on 
the 


three sides of the plain, opened a hot 
fire and sent showers of bullets into 
the ranks cf the Aczsricans. The.latr 
ter deployed immediately in three di- 
rections. 


Then followed a charge across the 


rice fields and ditches and up the hill- 
sides, from .which the shot-s came all 
tte .jtiiae, pcuriajr 4r. a ''terrific hail, 
while the air resourded with the con- 
stant rattle of musketry. The Fourth 
cavalry* belhg in front, suffered the se- 
verest loss when the attack opened, 
two of their killed being sergeants, and 
the other a private. 
The Oregouian 


killed was a private. 


The natives were unable to stand the 


,v,igcrous firing of the-Americans Ions; 
'and at the first sign of their waver- 
ing, 
the 
cavalry, 
Oregonians 
and 


Fourth infantrymen broke into wild 
cheers and charged still faster up the 
hillside, pouring in volley after volley 
until-the enemy left the places where 
they -were partially concealed by the 
thicket, Bed over the summit 
in the 


wildest confusion and disappeared in 
the surrounding valleys. 


The troops, after camping for the 


night on the battle field, started in the 
morning for Antipolo, where it waa 
expected a strong resistance would be 
made. Antipolo is a place far up in 
the mountains, which the Spaniards 
had said the Americans could never 
capture. It has cost Spain the lives of 
300 troops. 


The progress of the column was con- 


siderably delayed while passing up the 
steep mountain grade, by a small band 
cf insurgents; but these were effectual- 
ly routed by the Fourth cavalry, which 
v;as in advance, and the troops reach- 
ed Antipolo in a few hours. 


Our lines were Immediately thrown 


around on three sides of the town, and 
then the final advance was made. But 
it was found unnecessary to fire a shot. 
Not a r«bel was visible, and the town 
was entirely abandoned.

The outcome of it is that 
Bird Stockham is walking about 
with a bullet in his leg, a young 
lady of this city is deeply mortified 
by reason of the trouble and some 
arrests will follow today. 


Fully two hundred people, many 


from this city, were present and all 
were enjoying 
themselves 
seated 


about the grove, when at about 9 
o'clock Ode Patton, ;clerk at Charles 
"Welch's grocery, happened along. 
Seeing Miss Myrtle.Cooper, of the 
East End, whom he had escorted 
over, engaged in conversation with 
James Gibbs, better known as "Ilat- 
tlesnakc Jim," Patton ventured ' to 
make-a lew well-chosen 
remarks. 


Gibbs took deep offense at this seem- 
ing interference and threatened to 
"do Patton up." He was about to 
do so when friends of both parties 
interfered and a general free-for-all 
fight took place. 
George and Bill 


Gibbs, brothers of James Gibbs, all 
men 
of 
mammoth 
proportions, 


jumped onto Patton, causing that 
gentleman to come out of the melee 
frightfully disfigured~as to outward 
appearances. His clothes wer.e liter- 
ally torn off of him, yet,' to use a 
familiar 
expression, "they never 


touched him," as he escaped bodily 
harm. 


Bill Hannahs took'a hand in the 


fight and when he emerged

ion by mail late Saturday evening 
in the Sciotoville church case, in 
which 
F. F. Kanshahouse and 


others were plaintiffs against Joseph 
Stevens and others, defendants. The 
question at issue was whether or 
not the plaintiffs were the, author- 
ized and elected trustees of the 
Free Will Baptist church of Scioto- 
ville. 
The defendants claimed that
